Governor Futrell favored our point 


of view in a public statement last 
week; Mini in a second statment, Issued 
Siitnrday, advocated 
a constiutional 


amendment which would allow !he 
taxpayers to consolidate some of the 
six constitutional offices which it is at 
present mandatory upon the people to 
support. 


Following the controversy over the 


Hempslead county salary hill last year 
The Star made certain inquiries as to 
the possibility of consolidating the six 
county offices into three. A majority of 
informed persons, we found, thought 
it might be done. But it would take 


constitutional amendment. 
We had no definite idea, except a 


general reorpani/.ation bill whose ef- 
fective dale would be far enough 
ahead not to conflict with officials 
now in office. 


It might be that we could consoli- 


date the sheriff and treasurer's office 
into one; consolidate the circviil and 
county clerks' offices 
into 
another; 


maintain the county judge's office for 
general administration—and wipe out 
the elective assessor's office, making 
this post an appointive one, hired by 
the three remaining elective officials 
who would constitute a county "cab- 
inet." 


It costs money to make a political 


campaign. Fewer 
elective 
officials, 


and more deputies, would maintain a 
good government at reduced expense.

Retrenchment in local government 


has to come, for the taxation base is 
moving steadily away from local gov- 
ernment to the state. 


Highways 
went 
first. The 
state 


maintains the primary roads, and lev- 
ies a gasoline tax for that purpose. 


The schools arc also moving toward 


the state, and the state levies a sales 
tax to help support them. 


The base of county taxation has al- 


ways been the land, and that is the 
one taxation that is more likely to de- 
cline than to rise. 


The solution for good government 


here at home is to reduce the manda- 
tory cost of public office by reducing 
the number of fixed salaries we have 
to pay. The salaries themselves have 
seldom been higher than is fair for 
man who has to conduct a public can- 
vass of the entire electorate. But we 
| might reduce the elective field and 
increase the number of deputies. Dep- 
uties are a flexible staff, to be increas- 
' eel or decreased as duties and avail- 
able taxation require. But a consti- 


j tutional requirement is hard and fixcc 
and can not be changed immediately 


Ihe Arkansas Gazette urges the con- 


solidation of two and three counties 
into one. But there are political ob- 
jections to that plan. It is a logica 
plan, but human nature is much more 
likely lo agree to changes within the 


' home geographical area than to de- 


stroying the geographical area en 
lirely.

Glan'd Material Adds Calcium to Blood 


This is the last of five articles by 


Dr. Fishbean on the thyroad and 
parathyroid glands. 


The food you eat supplies calcium to 


your body, by way of the parathyroid 
glands. If your body can't bet cal- 
cium that way, it draws the mineral 
from your bones. 


When the parathyroid material goes 


. into the body, it raises the calcium 
and lowers the phosphorus in the j 
blood. 


If an.excess amount of parathyroid 


material is taken into the body or put 
into the blood from the parathyroid 
glands, the amount of calicum in the 
blood will get too high. As a result, 
the kidneys may be damaged. 


The amount of phosphorus in the 


blood will rise and abnormal deposits 
of calcium will occur in the soft tis- 
sues. These deposits form stones in 
the kindeys and fax other places. 


• 
When, therefore, parathyroid mater- 


ial is-administered,-its effects must be 
watched with the greatest care. The 
effect may be determined by measur- 
ing carefully the amount of calcium 
and phosphorus in the blood. 


It is customary to give parathyroid 


material by injection directly into the 
blood. Within four hours after the 
corre"ct amount is injected, the amount 
of calcium in the blood begins to rise 
and the curative effects begin. These 
effects last .about 24 hours, following 
a single injection. 


It is possible, of course, to inject 


calcium directly into the blood. 


So important is this mechanism to 


health that numerous factors are in- 
volved in its control. For instance, 
vitamin D, when given in the form of 
cod liver oil or viosterol. or when de- 
veloped in the human body through 
theeffects of ultraviolet rays, 
also 


serves to raise the amount of calcium 
in the blood over a period of days. 


Thiseffect, when once established. 


Is maintained in the body for at least 
two weeks after the administration of 
the vitamin. Thus vitamin D in the 
form of viosterol, when given in large 
enough amounts, has about the same 
effects on the human body as para- 
thyroid extract. 


The chief advantage of the parathy- 


roid treatment over the vitamin D 
treatment is that the parathyroid ef- 
fect begins in a few hours, whereas 
vitamin D effect may take several 
days to establish. 


The principal uses of parathyroid 


extract nowadays are in cases of con- 
vulsions due to overexcitability of the 
nervous tissues, in certain conditions 
affecting the bones and muscles, and 
in cases in which there are abnormal 
deposits of materials in the human 
body which are affected by the ad- 
ministration of parathyroid. 


It is said that, in cases of radium 


poisoning and lead poisoning, the ad- 
ministration of parathyroid will help 
remove the poisonous material from 
the body.
